Dubinsky's union. The union has a big treasury and does not always 
tell Dubinsky's subjects what he does with their money.

ample, Dubinsky informed them in his official publication devoted 
largely to glorification of himself at their expense that he spent 
unspecfied amounts on "underground" activities, (which would be 
espionage) in Europe, during the war.

When I was in Europe, from last October until the middle of 


March, I made several efforts to interview both Irving Brown and 
his assistant with jurisdiction over Germany, Marry Rutz. I read 
n "Time" that Brown married a German girl. On the steamship 
bound to Europe I met a Miss Rutz, as she was listed on the mani- 
fest, an Austrian woman, said to be a scientist, who proved to be 
Mrs. Harry Rutz. Our meeting was perfunctory at cocktails. 


Another woman, a native American, who conversed with Mrs. 


Rutz, said Mrs.' Rutz told her that she had just completed her natur- 
alization in' the United States and was glad to return to Europe 
;o live. Some nations do not permit persons who obtain their citi- 
benship by naturalization to return to their native lands, but that is 
lot our custom. 


In Frankfurt, I got Mr. Rutz on the phone one day but he said 


he was moving to another city and was busy packing and, anyway, 
did not look for a friendly approach by me to his official activities. 


'. assured him that I did not endorse the activities of the A. F. of L. 
in nor in the United States, for that matter, but said I thought I 
should see him just as I had tried to see his chief, Irving Brown, in 
Paris. 
We set a tentative date but though I phoned him several 


times, he got away. 


I suspect that Like Brown he was afraid to submit to examina- 


tion and desired to conceal the fact that this whole project is a 
program of world Marxian Socialism and a dictatorship of the pro- 
letariat to be achieved against capitalist society. This brand of So- 
cialism professes to abhor Soviet Communism and that may be so. 
But it also abhors with equal fury the capitalism of western civiliza- 
tion. 


Mr. Brown's publicity unfail- 


ingly 
refers

pugnacity, 


but I found him strangely shy. 
He refused to sec me and wrote 
in a letter that I had "slandered" 
the efforts' of American "labor," 
meaning himself and his small 
and ,sccretlve corps of sybarrites, 
to fight Communism in Europe." 
This, he wrote, had been indecent 
of me. He had just returned from 
a mid-winter at the luxurious 
and expensive mountain winter 
resort of Innsbruck. 
While I did 


not deny that he and his col- 
leagues truly were opposing So- 
viet Communism, I insisted that 
the substitute which they were 
trying to impose on tlie world, 
through the A. F. of L. and our 
state department, which was lend- 
ing a hand through the embas- 
sies, was no better.

Propose Easing 
Credit Terms, 
Material Curbs 
Inflation. Threat 
Lessens; Move to 
Prevent Recession 


By SAM DAWSON 


"NEW YORK—(AP)—More ma- 


terials and easier credit—to prime 
the pump of industry and business 
by summer—are -being promised 
or proposed today. 


In a sudden burst, various gov- 


ernment agencies or officials are 
ordering, preparing or proposing 
the following: 


More metal for autos and appli- 


ances—and easier credit terms for 
selling them. 


End to the curbs on credit for 


home repair and modernization 
Jobs—and more construction ma- 
terials for commercial buildings. 


Easing of the ban on extending 


natural gas to new areas—and 
more steel for pipelines. 


Curbs Lifted 


End of the voluntary curbs on 


states and cities borrowing for 
such purposes as paying veterans' 
bonuses—once frowned upon as 
inflationary. 


More steel for the expansion of 


the oil industry and more for ship 
builders. 


And the -television industry is 


hoping soon to be allowed to build 
more stations throughout the land 
—and 'thus sell sets to millions 
more. 


Various reasons are assigned for 


these steps that are being taken 
now or are being planned. In the 
matter of metals, it is partly a 
case of the military needing less, 
now that the defense effort is 
being stretched out over a longer 
>eriod. In the case of the oil, na- 
ural gas and ship building indus- 
tries, it is partly due to more 
materials becoming available and 
lartly due to the need for ex- 
>anding their facilities. 


Threat Dwindles 


In the matter of easier credit 


terms, the reasons given are both 
the dwindling of 
the 
inflation 


threat and the desire to perk up 
sales in depressed areas of busi- 
ness. 


Earlier granting of more metal 


.o the auto builders is already 
bearing fruit. Auto production is 
up. And workers are being called 
back in Detroit and Flint. 
The 


government now plans to let auto 
manufacturers make up to 1,150,- 
000 cars in the July-September 
quarter—as against some 950,000 
in the present quarter. 


To sell these new cars may be- 


come the 
chief 
problem. And 


Michigan's Senator Moody wants 
the federal reserve board to lower 
:he bars on auto credit. Now you 
have to pay one-third of the new 
car's price in cash, or trade-in, 
and pay the rest within 18 months. 
The senator from the auto country 
wants that changed to one-fourth 
down and 24 months to pay. 


Open Fresh Fields 


Easier terms would open up a 


fresh field of customers—those 
who can't get up the cash and 
the higher payments under the 
present rules, what with the price 
of cars having gone up this year. 


What the credit curbs (or maybe 


the high prices) have done to the 
great American habit of buying 
cars on the cuff is shown in the 
latest federal reserve figures on 
auto installment credit. Outstand- 
ing at the end of January was 
53,970,000,000 owed on cars being 
bought on time, down 69 million 
dollars from December, and com- 
paring with the peak of §4,175,- 
000,000 in September, 1952. Both 
the auto makers and the finance 
companies would like to get some 
ot that business back. 


Credit Down 


Installment credit in general was 


down in January to $13,313,000,000 
from $13,506,000,000 in December. 
When inflation was more of a 
threat, this high total volume of 
installment debt was viewed with 
alarm by some officials. Now buy- 
ing on the cuff takes on more of 
the aspect of a pump primer. 


And in Chicago at the National 


Installment Credit conference, W. 
Harold Brenton of DCS Moincs, la., 
vice president of the American 
Bankers Association points out: 


"Mass production and install- 


ment gelling have 
been

mental in changing the way of 
life for our people. Our entire 
economy has been changed. 
Our 


standard of living has been raised.'

Dr. D. R. Miller, Jr., of Morgantown, Ky., said he 


converted two small country stores into such a set-up 
and was able to meet the requirements of all but about 
three per cent of his patients. 


One of only two physicians in a "low-income" Ken- 


tucky county of approximately 12,000 population, Dr. 
Miller said he, two nurses, a laboratory technician and 
a receptionist handled 10,672 "office" calls for every- 
thing except major surgery. 


In addition, he himself made 566 visits to homes, 


riding in a jeep for round-trip distances of as much as 
50 miles.

He said such arrangements could take the place of 


actual hospitals built for rural communities with partial 
federal aid under the Hill-Burton Hospital Construction 
Act. 


"We maintain," he said, "that low income rural com- 


munities are building too many Hill-Burton hospitals. 
These communities can ill afford the maintenance of such 
high-cost hospitals." • 


A doctor's office "hospital equivalent," he said, can

18 European Nations Meet to 
Form Tool' of Farm Products

PARIS, March 25 — (AP) — 


Delegates from 18 nations gath- 
ered here today for their first con- 
ference on the proposed "green 
pool" of Western Europe's farm 
products. 


As they met, American officials 


worried that the plan—French- 
proposed agricultural counterpart 
to the Schuman pool of coal and 
steel—might be used to 
shelter 


European farmers from the com- 
petition of others, 
particularly 


Americans. 


Any suggestion of this would be 


sure to arouse the ire or congress- 
men from America's farm belt. 


The 18 countries meeting here, 


who import about 30 per cent of 
what they eat from outside the 
area, spent more than five billion 
dollars of American aid funds for 
American farm 
products 
in 39 


months. 


Today's meeting starts a four- 


day talkfest 
by representatives 


from Britain, France, West Ger- 
many, Italy, 
Norway, 
Sweden, 


Denmark, The Netherlands, Bel- 
gium, 
I r e l a n d , 
Luxembourg, 


Switzerland. Portugal 
Iceland, 


Austria, Greece, Turkey and the 
Saar. 


The Americans are not sitting 


in, but are watching closely from 
the wings. 


French Foreign Minister Robert 


Schumnn has proposed that the 
West European nations create a 
single market for their farm pro- 
duce—free of quota 
and 
tariff 


barriers. 


European - producers have little, 


walled-in markets—confined to a 
single small country by 
tariffs, 


quotas, cartel arrangements and 
other restrictions. The result is 
a fight for a high profit per unit, 
high selling prices and a small 
turnover. The consumer pays a 
bigger price. 


If the pool wanted to support 


European prices, it might decide 
not to import foods until Europe's 
crops were sold at a given price 
level. 
That would hurt Ameri- 


ca's farmers and cause serious re- 
percussions in congress.

"We're getting only two thirds as 


many eggs as we were a tew 
weeks ago—from the same farm 
era." 


That report from a produce man 


in the .Middle West set me to won 
'denng. 1 cheeked with s.evera 
others. "The story is just about the 
same here," they told me. 


"What's the reason?" L asked 


"Has the weather thrown the birds 
out of production? Or arc people 
selling their hens?" 


"I don't think it's the weather," 


one man told me. "And people 
don't seem to be selling any more 
hens than usual. But. they've quit 
feeding th,em." 


"That's what's happened around 


here, too," another man said. "And 
it's the worst thing anyone can 
do. If a. person's going • to keep 
hens at all, he's better off to keep 
them laying. Birds that aren't lay- 
ing not only don't make you any 
money, they cost you money." 


I guess it's always hard to 


realize that. But it's true. 


If a person wants to cull his 


flock—so he isn't wasting any feed 
on birds that aren't producing— 
that's one thing. That's good busi- 
ness any time—and particularly 
now. But to keep hens and not feed 
them well is never good business. 


Hens Need Water 


I was talking with a feed man 


a few days ago—and when I heard 
that people had quit feeding their 
hens,. I remembered what he said. 


"Time after time," he told me, 


"and especially in the winter, peo- 
ple will say production has dropped 
so much it doesn't pay tnem to 
feed their hens. So they quit buy- 
ing any feed—and just give them- 
corn 
and oats—and production 


drops still more. And do you know 


what usually causes that first drop 
in production?" 


i waited. "Lack of water!" he 


saiy. For every pound of feed' 
they eat hens will drink 2 to 2& 
pound* of water. If they don't 
get the water, they aren't goig 
to produce the eggs. 
*» 


1 heard a poultryman from Iowa 


State- college say once that they'd 
found they could control the num- 
ber or eggs produced at almost 
any level they chose—simply by 
controlling the amount of water 


v,- hens had to drink. 
Naturally no one would delib- 


erately try to limit egg productiSSi 
by' limiting the amount of watw 
his' hen." got.

But, in effect, a lot of pcorjfe 


are doing it. In the first place, 
irobablj not one hen house in 
ten ha.- enough waterers. And in 
.he second place, if the water it 
crusted over with an icy film, the 
birds can't drink it. And, in tfie 
h\rd place, if it's freezing colct, 
they don't drink it. 


Whatever the reason they don't 


get enough water, the result is t}ie 
same: You don't get the eggs you 
want. 


The feed man I was talking to 


wasr.» talking- feed. He was talk: 
ing water. "Look here," he said. 
"Suppose you've got 200 hens— 
and the> lay 230 eggs apiece dur* 
ing the year. How much water do 
you think they'll drink?" 


"You tell me," I said. 
"Thirty-four thousand two hun- 


dred pounds! That's 17 tons 'of 
water. If it's got to be carried 
into thf hen house, you know they 
aren't getting it!"

WASHINGTON — (AP) — Be- 


fore the presidential campaign is 
over both sides will have flooded 
the American people with a river 
of words on foreign policy. 


The Republicans will represent 


the Truman policy as no policy at 


• all or as a hasty patchwork to 


meet unexpected situations. The 


. Democrats, of course, will defend 
it as thorough and thought-out. 


It's doubtful the people, drench- 


ed in the claims and counter- 
claims, will have a much dearer 
picture of American foreign policy 
than they have now. 


Perhaps it is only a coincidence 


that at this moment the state de- 
partment has produced an 80-page 
document, called "Our 
Foreign 


Policy, 1952." to explain and jus- 
tify American actions abroad un- 
der the Truman administration. 


The government printer will 


turn out 300,000 copies. For 25 
cents they can be obtained from 
the department or the Superin- 


tendent of Documents In Washing- 
ton, D. C. 


The very fact, that the president 


and Secretary of State Acheson 
thought it worthwhile, or perhaps 
necessary, to produce the explana- 
tion at all raises a question. 


Why haven't the president and 


Acheson been far more active, par 
ticularly on the radio and TV, in 
explaining to the people the for- 
eign policy of the administration? 


Perhaps the fact that the presi- 


dent recently permitted a book 
about him—conversations and dia- 
ries and views on men and events 
—to be published is an admission 
he has not done enough to com- 
municate with the people. 


Acheson certainly has been urg- 


ed by some of his advisers, who 
watched -the critics belittle him 
and his work to go to the people on 
TV and present a case for himself 
and the foreign policy. 
Instead, 


Achescon seems to have with- 
drawn into himself. 


A Painless Life . . . 


BOSTON—(AP)—A way of making life painless is 


being studied here, as an aid for cancer sufferers. 


Deep in the center of the brain is a spot which sci- 


entists believe is the crossroads of pain pathways, for 
most pains you feel. 


Here at Massachusetts General Hospital, scientists 


are experimenting with an electric needle. They plan to 
push it into this point in the brain, and destroy the 
crossroads with an electric spark. 


Destroying it would apparently mean freedom from 


pain, a Godsend for many cancer patients.

WASHINGTON, (AP) — The 


State t department detected and 
released 119 homosexuals during 
the calendar year 1951, the House 
appropriations committee reported 
toaay.

depu'y undersecretary of state, 
during hearings on the depart- 
ment's, 1S53 budget bill. The com- 
mittee made them public today. 


The 119, Humelsine said, were

$25 Million 
Wind Damage 
In Arkansas 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. — (AP) — 


Arkansas totaled up a 25 million 
dollar damage bill from 
Black 


Friday's vicious tornadoes. 


Gov. Sid McMath said last night 


that a survey of the state indicat- 
ed that damage would approach 
the 25 million dollar mark. 


Arkansas was the hardest hit of 


six southern states by the torna- 
does, storms and floods, which 
took 232 lives, injured 1,100 and 
left thousands without shelter. 


In Arkansas alone, 129 persons 


were killed; 711 injured and 1,361 
homes were destroyed or damaged. 


Arkansas cities that escaped un- 


scathed dispatched truckloads of 
clothing, food and furniture to 
the destitute communities and sent 
thousands of dollars in cash to fi- 
nance relief work. The citizenry 
of Warren in southeast Arkansas 
—hit by a death-dealing tornado in 
949—sent the cash contributions 
made to all their churches Sun- 
day. 


The Federal Reconstruction Fi- 


nance corporation declared five of 
the states hit—Arkansas, Tennes- 
see, Alabama, Missouri and Mis- 
sissippi—as disaster areas, open- 
ing the way for government loans 
to the storm victims. 


A brief tornado in Alabama kill- 


ed five, injured 54 and damaged 
65 homes. The death toll in Ten- 
nessee 
and 
North 
Mississippi 


reached 76, and 288 were injured 
and 224 homes destroyed. Sixteen 
were dead, 69 injured and 250 per- 
sons were homeless in Pemiscott 
county, Mo., and in Kentucky eight

Containing Arguments On Public Issues 


1. Copy deadline—Noon day before publication for less than page size. 


* 


2. In an effort to allow fair play, argumentative advertising which carries a state- 
ment needing time for rebuttal will not be run later than Saturday of the week be- 
fore any Tuesday election day or 2 days before any other election day. 


All advertising bearing a group signature that is not of a strictly political nature 
must bear at least the name of the individual placing the copy or the signature of 
the secretary of that organization. 


In the case of political advertising the names of up to ten members comprising 
such organization must be published along with the group signature. 


The Law of the State of Illinois is as follows: 


Ch. 46. Art 26. ANONYMOUS PUBLICATION ELECTION LITERATURE. 


It shall hereafter be unlawful for any person, or group of persons, or any firm, organization, n-xsoclation, 
league, or other body to publish, circulate or distribute any pamphlets, circular, handbill or other printed 
matter relatives to the candidacy of any person or persons seeking nomination or election to any public 
office unless the same bear thereon In plain type the name and address of the person or persons: or the 
names and addresses of the officers of any firm, organization, association, league or other body causing 
such matter to be published and distributed and In the event two or more persons join causing said matter 
to be published and distributed then the names and addresses of each person shall be Imprinted thereon In 
plain type: Provided, that if more than ten persons shall join In publishing and distributing such matter, 
then It shall be sufficient If the names and addresses of ten such persons shall be Imprinted thereon as 
aforesaid. And provided, further that It shall not be necessary for any domestic corporation, In good standing 
and organized at least one year prior to publishing such matter, to print as aforesaid more than Its cor- 
porate name and address and the name of Its chief executive officer. 


Art. 27. CONSTRUCTION OF ACT. 
Xothing in this act shall be construed to apply to any matter or thing 


published In any newspaper, njagazlne or journal recognized and circulating as such, which matter Is pub- 
lished by such newspaper, magazine or journal on Its own behalf and upon Its own responsibility and for 
which It shall not charge or receive any compensation whatsoever, nor shall It apply to any publication 
Issued by any legally constituted election officials in the performance of their duties. 


Art. 28. PENALTIES. Any person who shall fail to comply with or who shall violate any of the provisions 
of this Act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall be fined not less than 
one hundred dollars ($100.00) nor more, than two thousand ($2,000.00) dollars, or confined In the county 
jail not longer than one year nor less than thirty days, or shall be punished by both such fine and Imprison- 
ment and each publication shall constitute a separate offense.

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Ten States Plead for New 
Mississippi River Highway 


WESHIXGTOX — (AP) — Res- 


idents from 10 states carried to 
congress today a plea that it ap- 
prove a long-cherished dream—a 
highway along 
the Mississippi 


river from Canada to the Gulf of 
Mexico. 


Such a highway, about 2.000 


miles long, was recommended to 
congress last January by the Bu- 
reau of Public Roads and the Na- 
tional Park Service after an ex- 
haustive survey. 


List Backers 


, Actively backing the proposal 
before a house public works hear- 
ing today is the Mississippi River 
Parkway 
Planning 
commission, 


headed "by A. P. Greensfelder of 
St Louis, and including residents 
of all 10 states in the River val- 
ley. 
Greensfelder was scheduled 


as its principal witness at the 
hearing. 


Under the plan recommended by 


the two government agencies, ex- 
isting roads paralleling the river 
would be connected by new seg- 
ments of highway built to park- 
way specifications and the old 
roads improved gradually. 


This plan contemplated that it 


would take a period of years to 
complete the project. 


No Estimate 


The two agencies put no cost 


estimate on the recommended plan 
but said it would take about 81 
million dollars to obtain the land 
needed for the 40 per cent of the 
mileage which would be new park- 
way. 


The recommended route would 


pass through a portion of all 10 
states — Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, 


Iowa, Illinois, Missouri, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Arkansas, Mississippi 
and Louisiana, 


The authorization bill before the 


committee provides no appropria- 
tion. It proposes that the park- 
way be constructed jointly by the 
federal government and the states 
under a program like the present 
federal-state road program.

In Midwest

It was more cold weather for 


wide areas in the midwest and 
western areas today. Some warm- 
ing was in 'prospect for the east- 
ern, southern and far western re- 
gions. 


Temperatures 
dropped 
below 


zero in parts of Michigan and Min- 
nesota today. Readings over the 
north central states were 10 to 20 
degrees below normal. 


Light snow fell in the Plains 


states and in Montana. Snowplow 
crews continued working to open 
snow-blocked roads in many parts 
of the Dakotas. Gov. Sigurd An- 
derson of South Dakota declared a 
state of emergency in 36 central 
and northern counties because of 
the heavily drifted snow. 


Rain fell early today along the 


southeast Atlantic coast from Cape 
Hatteras, N. C., to Jacksonville, 
Fla., and along the Pacific north- 
west coast. Fair to partly cloudy 
weather prevailed over other parts 
of the country.'

blizzaid conditions. Three South- 
ern Pacific passenger trains were 
switched to Western Pacific tracks 
because of snow-blocked lines.

Pritchard was in jail on a drunk- 


en driving charge when officers 
began questioning him on the bank 
conspiracy.
